Japanese prices

TN Tokyo, the chaotic city in 
which taxis drive as though 
there is no tomorrow, the cost of 
Living: is so skv-high that tourists 
often wonder if they can indeed 
afford a tomorrow. 

It's usual for prices to rocket in an 
Olympic city, but in Tokyo they'd 
already gone about as far as they 
could go long before the flags of the 
world started fluttering on rvery street 
corner. 

No mailer how the tourist tries to 
■'. ■ nirsmii.se and budget, he still finds 
he's handing out thousands of yen 
(800 yen to £Al ) as though they grew 
un cherry-blossom trees. 

If you stay m a good hoiei. as 
you're well advised to, the rooms can 
be derrptively cheap. 

You can, for instance, get a nice 
air-conditinned room and bathroom 
for just £A3 or £A+ a dav, but noth- 
ing else is on the same level. 

A cup of cutter at the same horel 
is 4/-, and you can't get a reasonable 
vtrak under 25/-. 

Even then it's not a king-size steak. 
Anyone with a good Australian- sized 
appetite would be ready and wailing 
for his next meal after one of these, 
whiiJi is usually served with l be most 
delicate portion of vegetables you've 
ever seen, and three or four potato 
chips. 

By the time you've finished dinner 
your bill looks like the National Debt. 
The only free thing on lhe table is 
the glass of water. 

If you said "yes" to a slice of bread, 
ihat is an additional l/fi, 



And if you derided you wanted a 
drink you were really asking lor a bill 
of the kind guaranteed to give your 
ban It manager an ulcer. 

A glass in good imported brandy in 
lhe "dining-room of the New Olani 
Motel, for instance, can cost as much 
as £'2, plus 2/6 for a tiny bottle of 
dry ginger aJe. 

In this same hotel you can buy a 
half-bottle of beer for 7/6, but if you 
like to enjoy it on the 1 7th floor 
revolving lounge the same half-bottle 
costs 12/6. 

Hottest trap 

Among the 13,000 restaurants and 
bars, there are, of course, many 
cheaper places, but they're hard to 
find. 

Often the bill for tourists includes 
a cover charge and many hidden 
extras — as several members of the 
Australian Olympic team have found 
to their sorrow. 

Knur members of the yachting team 
visited a bar near their yachting vil- 
lage at Oiso. and their biil for a light 
meal and a couple uf drinks each was 
JCIl». 

They debated it with the bat pro- 
prietor, who tnld them it included 
an enormous number of "whiskies" 
(in fan, cold tea) for the bar's 
kiiuoriorfad hostesses, to whom the 
yachtsmen hadn't even spoken. 

The yachtsmen complained until 
lhe proprietor reduced the bill to £«1, 
which Ihey paid with the resolution 



wining 



that they wouldn't be trapped this 
way again. 

This, from all reports, is the story 
of a substantial number uf the bars 
round Tokyo, and it's the reason why 
it's still cheaper to pay the higher 
apparent prices ol food and drink at 
the recognised hotels or big restaur- 
ants. 

One American TV* commentator, 
who was still getting over being 
charged 20,000 yen (£25) for a bottle 
of French champagne at a plush res- 
taurant, did some investigation into 
how the Japanese fared in the face 
of this astronomical cost of 
and dining. 

The answer is apparently that moat 
bars and restaurant* ( though oat the 
hotels) have one price foe the Jap- 
anese anri one for the visitor, and the 
price for the visitor is always at least 
iotllllc. 

It's just another evebrow-rasser in 
this lany city in which everyone 
hands out visiting cards even more 
fteefy than they spend yen. 

The hotel manager gives you his, 
the taxi-driver gives you his, the in- 
terpreter gives you hers, the Japanese 
newspaper reporters and photog- 
raphers, who follow the visiting Press 
round as though they were keeping 
watch on rare gems, band you theirs. 

By the end of the day you have a 
new pile of cards you can't jump 
over, let alone need. 

But thev have one use. They make 
your wallet look fat when ail those 
thousands of ven have vanished

When Dr. Wiseman be- 
gan ho- wiln , nf 
""iily Planning Centre, the 
<>» was not a working 
reality, 

The Pill Wtts , ln , gene- 
rally available in Fait/land 
"ntil I961," said Dr. Wise- 
man, -'even ihmujh extensive 



tests had been in operation 
for six years before in 
F.nsrland and for very much 
longer in such places as 
Mexico and Purrio Rico. 

"I was as sceptical as 
anyone else about the new 
development, but 1 was 
interested. 

"1 Went along with a col- 
league in listen in to lectures 
on the oral contraceptive. 

"When we began prescnl>- 
ing the Pill for patients at 
the Stmigh Centre I was 
one hundred per cent, certain 
of its effectiveness and 
safety. 

"I still am" 

Dr. Wiseman has been 
taking the Pill herself for 
the past three years. 

She dismisses as un- 
founded the scares about 
the Pill's safety which have 
come up from time to time. 

One of these scares was 
that by stopping ovulaiinn 
during her youth a woman 
might be able to produce 
children in her 70s. 

"The theory that by stop- 
ping ovulation each month 
a woman might store up 
these unfertilised eggs and 
possibly conceive when she 
should be entering the change 
ot life is nonsense," said Dr. 
Wiseman. 



a contraceptive measure that 
tin- Pill lias become world- 
famous. Dr. Wiseman said 
that it is doing as much good 
in other directions — for in- 
stance, in the treatment of 
infertilitv in women. 

"We have found it quite 
usual," said Dr. Wiseman, 
"thas a woman who stops the 
Pill to have a baby becomes 
pregnant within the first 
month." 

One of the most interest- 
ing leaturrs about the Pill 
is trial very few women tak- 
ing it want to stop when 
>a»eiv questions are raised. 

"When any kind of a scare 
comes up," said Dr. Wise- 
man, "the women taking 
pills arc not concerned 
about themselves. 

"What they want are 
answers and facts to give to 
friends and relatives who 
know they are on the Pill 
and want to know how they 
feel about the things that 
are said, 

"Many of my patients feel 
that even if there was cause 
for a safety doubt — which 
there isn't — thev would 
want to keep using the Pill, 
because of their relief from 
worry and their freedom to 
have their children when 
they want them." 

Acceptance of the Pill is 
snowballing in England, said 
Dr. Wiseman.

Pill because of side effects, 
today more than 90% of 
the women for whom Dr.

"It's a wonderful feeling 
lo see women who had come 
to me two months before, 
haggard, tired, and with 
lines of worry all over their 
faces, suddenly become 
happy, well women," 

There is evidence that the 
Pill reduces pre-menstrual 
tension also.

But Dr. Wiseman would 
never prescribe a cuurse of 
oral contraceptives for a 
woman without her hus- 
band's consent.

"'But it is such a purely 
personal matter that it should 
be subject to no other out- 
side dictates."

"Every baby girl is bom 
with about one quarter of a 
million potential egg cells in 
her ovaries, yet an unmarried 
woman, between maturity 
and menopause, ovulates only 
between :100 and 500 time*.

Thr ehcmir.als in oral con- 
traceptives suspend a woman 
in a false state of pregnancy, 
therefore stopping her nor- 
mal ovulation each monih. 

"But these chemicals are 
not nearly as strong as those 
a woman's body produces 
naturally during pregnancy," 
said Dr. Wiseman. "They 
are just sufficient to suspend 
ovulation."

"When we first began 
prescribing them for our 
patients in 1961," she said, 
"only one woman in four 
would ask for them in 
preference to other con- 
I rareptive methods. 

"Now the figure is 
reversed. 

"Only one in four wants 
to use methods other than 
the oral contraceptive." 

Improving pill 

Although the pills were 
voted one hundred per cent. 
iafe before they were 
prescribed generally, further 
experiment and research is 
perfecting them all the time, 
said Dr. Wiseman. 

"At first there were nine 
different types of oral con- 
traceptives," said Dr. Wise- 
man, "now there are two 
main types being used." 

Whereas in the beginning, 
three women in ten said 
they were unable tp take the 



man's patients who were 
asked to report on this as- 
pert, 53 claimed improve- 
ment after taking the Pill, 
and 36 said that they had 
become completely free from 
symptoms. 

Among the 15013 patients 
for whom Dr. Wiseman has 
prescribed the latest pill 
theTe have been only three 
unplanned pregnancies — m 
rach case the result of failure 
to take the tablets correctly. 

A woman must take a pill 
each day for '1CI days be- 
ginning on the fifth day of 
her periods. 

Within two to four days 
after the last pill, her 
periods will start once more. 

Dr. Wiseman attrihuiea 
the virtual banishing of the 
Pill's side effects to "the in- 
creasing confidence among 
patients. physicians, and 
staff, and to the support of 
gynaecologists and doctors." 

Psychological and emo- 
tional factors werr obviously 



Family Planning Centres 
in England encourage 
couples to come along to- 
gether and discuss the 
matter, 

"I nevrr persuade anyone 
that she should have the 
Pill," said Dr. Wiseman. 

"The woman hat to be 
very sure herself that she 
wants it. 

"Most of them are already 
sure when they come to see 
lit. They have heard about 
it [rout friends or relatives." 

Rut besides helping to 
spread the general use of the 
Pill, which she describes as 
"a wonderful thing," Dr. 
Wiseman's own personal 
satisfaction comes mainly 
from helping women free 
themselves from worry, fear, 
ignorance, and tension in 
married life. 

"I remember one woman 
who came to see me at 
Slough jusi before I left for 
Australia," said Dr. Wise- 
man.

THE stock market is 
going through an 
extremely dull period, 
from which at the 
moment there appears to 
be no sign of relief. 

I went over the reasons 
for thii condition a few 
weeks ago, and you prob- 
ably remember ihe follow- 
ing points: 

1. The fear of a "little 
budget" similar to the 
restrictive measure* of 
February, 1961. 

2. The high and ruing 
level of imports versus the 
slightly lower level of ex- 
port value. 

3. The situation of near- 
full employment that now 
exist*, which led to 

4. The great bargaining 
strength of union* and other 
labor organisations in gain- 
ing the recent £1 a week 
rise in the basic wage, and 

5. Higher costs for in- 
dustry generally. 

6- The spate of aew issues 
now confronting the stock 
market. This is keeping the 
investors' money tied up in 
readiness to take up their 
entitlements, or to buy into 
a first-class stock through 
the "rights'' to the new 
issues, which usually provide 
a slightly cheaper entry.

Bulbs, of course, can generally be 
used under trees, and arc particularly 
lovely. Freest as, snowflakes, sparaiii and 
narcissus will grow in many districts, 
but the choice is greater in cool moun- 
tain country, where bluebells and 
tulips can also be grown.

BABY-SITTING EXCHANGE

• A few years ago my husband and I settled in a scenic harborside 
suburb. At night we could see the lights of the beautiful city blinking

UT if you are the 
parents of small 
children and can't locate

Obtaining daytime care fnr 
children wu less difficult. 
II I had a daytime dale, 1 
asked a neighbor to keep nn 
children. My neighbors asked 
the tame of me. 

Bur we were beginning to 
ho embarrassed about relying 
on one another, "Please 
no if ymi don't feel like it 
. ." was my standard open- 
ing inimbil when I begged .1 
bahy-siitcr favor. 

Often, rather than bother 
anyone, we took our childrrn 
on tiring expeditions, or we 
staved home. 

"We just have to do some- 
thing about this baby-sitting 
problem," my neighbors and 
1 agreed one day. We found 
that nine families ou our 
'ireet alone used die rwn 
young teenagers who were 
sometimes available. 

Because of the scarcity of 
sitters, one family had agreed 
to pay one girl for every 
Saturday night whether or 
not ihey needed her. 

Form a group 

We decided to band 
together and form an "ex- 
iluiice," so that each mem- 
ber could be sure of booking 
a babysitter when required. 

"tillers," so many points 
would be alloHed to her 
eredil, according to how 
many hours spent on the 
job. 

She, in turn, could use up 
h'r points when needed. 

Two weeks later we were 
in business. Earn of the nine 
families had been able to 
interest one oilier person in 
the, idea- 

A more workable number 
°< 25 families was easily 
obtained after our 

w 8e " * m under way. 
_ We firmly agreed that the 
exchange" was not to be a 
social organisation. 

At no time would any of 
V* <* indebted to any 
individual. Our obligation 
would be to contribute to the 
P«>l of sitting hoitu avail- 
aw for each member. 

Gone for ever would be the 
K"ilt> leeling that usually 
accompanied asking a long- 
•ottenng neighbor to sit! 




\\i" elected .1 membei wlnp 
chairman and a secretary. 
The secretary's bookkeeping 
job is Lhr most important one 
in a sitting exchange, and 
fnr her work each month she 
receives one free hour of sit- 
ting frtini rath member. 

lite secretary's limc- 
ronhuming job is passed on 
to a different member each 
month. 

All sitting time was 
reckoned in points — four 
points foi each hour, or one 
point paid for every IS 
minutes the "gaddrr" (the 
excltange member who lakes 
a night out) was away from 
home. 

(ladders who don't come 
home on lime can be bother- 
some. A teenager ran 
u<ually sleep late in the 
morning after a late job, but 
a sitting mother must set to 
for her own family, no matter 
how late she was out. 

Most uf us come home 
when we say we will, but 
occasionally you'll hear a 
grumble about how terribly 
late So-and-so was the night 
before. 

What could be the main 
difficulty with an exchange 
■ — personality problems, with 
children — we simply try to 
avoid. If you find you can- 
not tolerate the behaviour of 
a certain child, -you ^imuly 
do not stt for that family 
again. 

Our policy is that you do 
not have to give any reason 
if you do not choose to sit. 

In the several years our 
club has been in existence 
we have bad only one 
"problem mothci" — a mother 
who manag^-d to get herself 
t'V points in debt and then

never seamed to be available 
for sitting herself. 

The chairman warned her 
Several times, and filially she 
worked off her points. 

When I needed a sitter I 
phoned the secretary. "J 
need a sitter for Thursday 
evening from seven until 
ten," 1 might say. 

The secretary ihcn 
phoned members of the ex- 
change until she located a 
mother who could come lo 
r.iy home and sit for me that 
evening. 

When I arrived home at 
ten o'clock on Thursday I 
owed the sitting exchange 
12 points. (I had been away 
three hours. ) 

Points earned 

The next morning my 
sitter phoned the secretary 
and reported the 12 points 
she had earned sitling for 
me. In a ledger the secre- 
tary credited my siller with 
12 points and subtracted 12 
points from my balance. 

It sounds like an uncom- 
plicated operation when set 
down in concise rules. 

Of course, there are always 
a few pitfalls in any co- 
nprraiive venture. 

Someone was upset because 
her sitter had cut out » drrss 
pattern on ihe surface of 
her highly prised dining- 
room table. 

This problem was straight- 
ened nut by our agreeing 
that the sitter should reqm-st 
permission for »n\ unusual 
activity. 

On the whole the system 
has worked wonderfully. 

It provided us with an 
, ffi.-icnt baby-sitting arrange- 



rtit-nt; and lliere arc fringe 
benefits as well. 

I became aware of these 
the first time I used an ex- 
change sitter. My four- 
\ ear-old was recovering from 
uieiistes and we were 
scheduled for a dinner 
engagement with my hus- 
band's boss. 

My sitter urged us to keep 
i he date. After all, the sitter 
had twice as much measles 
.'xperience as I— she was the 
mother of four! 

There's no need to worry 
if die baby wakes up de- 
manding a bottle. Earn 
-itter has u'.irmed nunc 
Unities than we care to count. 

Mot having to pay a sitter 
fiicouragcs us to go many 
places wt- might pass by if 
there is going to he a big 
bil] at the end of the evening. 

Other hobbies 

Solitary library trips de- 
voted to browsing in the 
.idult books have become 
possible. The gloriuus 
freedom of grocery shop- 
ping without two little ones 
poking at the tomatoes is 
now my usual procedure. 
A leisurely lunch at a 
favorite restaurant need not 
he ruled out now. 

Several mothers enrol ted 
in aduk-cduratinn classes. 
One is taking piano lessons 
p.nd a wnuld-be painter has 
picked up her brushes and 
oils again. 

She takes her two lots to a 
member's house and returns 
hume ro enjoy painting for 
an hour or two. This mother, 
like all ol us, is wifling lo 
pay for this privilege with 
her own sining lime, and by 
so doing she has pushed her 
horizons beyond the nursery 
walls. 

What about the children' 
They're, as enthusiastic as we 
are! I find that when I am 
caring for other children 1 
ant consciously more pleasant 
and attentive. 

There's no doubt about it. 
participating in a co- 
operative baby-sitting 
"exchange" has changed our 
lives. 

The welfare of our chil- 
dren is still nf paramount 
importance to us, but now 
there is also time and a 
way for us to fulfil some of 
our adult needs.

"But because the delegare] 
at the Opera House Confer- 
ence Usl Christmas rashly de- 
cided to abolish all arma- 
ments, today the world fares 
economic ruin. Americans are 
unable to buy refrigerators, 
Britons can no lonijer afford 
lo gamble: Frenchmen have 
had to grvr up wine and 
mistresses; Russians are wear- 
ing last year's fur Caps; Ger- 
mans last year's jackboots; 
and the world, gentlemen, 
can't even afford (o buy our 
wool.

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HOME ASP FAMILY 

CHORES THAT 
CHILDREN LIRE 

By SELMA H. I IV* I BERG, child psychotherapist, 
and author of "The Magic Years" 

• The best time to start teaching household 
skills is when children are young and 
helping mother is a privilege. 



PARENTS often ask 
mc, "How old do you 
think a child should be 
before he can be 
expected to share in 
household tasks?" 

I usually reply, "Well, 
alKiut two years old, or 
maybe a tittle younger." 

This education in sharing 
the work of the home 
actually begins in earliest 
childhood. "But who would 
want to make a toddler do 
liitle jobs around the boose? 
And who could get him lo 
take responsibility if hr 
tried?" 

And 1 say, "Oh, we don't 
make the toddler share 
household tasks at all. We 
don't have to. He liegs to he 
allowed to dust. He wants In 
[lush the varuurrw~leaner. 
He's ecstatic if yon give him 
a sponge to clean die table- 
top." 

"Yes, I know," says the 
mother of the ten- and 12- 
year-olds. "But the toddler 
is just playing. What 1 meant 
is how do you get older chil- 
dren to do work in the 
house?" 

Somehow we often fail to 
see the connection heiwccn 
the small child's plnying at 
work, imitation of his 
parents' work, and ability to 
do "real work" and lake 
responsibility for household 
tasks later on. 

As a woman who had 
worked for most of her adult 
years, 1 spent as little time 
as possible in household 
management and had worked 
out efficient procedures for 
cleaning, marketing, and 
cooking. 

A slower pace 

My small helper, of course, 
dcsiioyed the system. But she 
was obviously having such 
a wonderful time doing 
everything "jusi like 
Mummy" thai I soon realised 
that if 1 had devised enter- 
tainments for her I cuuld not 
have found anything ihal 
pleased her more than tag- 
ging along wilh me and 
"helping." 

All of this meant dial I 

had to Irarn to dawdle and 
(o move more llowlv through 
certain parts of the daily 
routine. 

By the time Lisa was five 
she had graduated from pre- 
tend work tu real helpfulness 



in cleaning, shopping, and 
meal preparation. 

A three-year-old can break 
up s.ilad greens and prepare 
puddings from packaged 
mixes. He can slice bananas 
and sreawberries with a dull 
table-knife. 

He loves to use an egg- 
for-aier, and if you anchor 
the bowl to prevent upsets he 
can manage a thin batler or 
1 whipped dessert. He can 
cut out biscuits. 

At four and five, a child 
can use rake mixes and may 
even be able to measure a 
cup uf milk and crack an 
egg into (he bowl. 

My own fiVe-ycar-rild has

A sceptical mother pro- 
tests, "All this is tine as long 
as the work is fun, but just 
wait until there are clean- 
up chores to be done, the 
dirty work that you do he- 
cause you have to." 

Maybe so. But then let's 
consider this: 

II we have shooed a child 
out of the kilchen for nine 
or ten years because he is 
underfoot, we're really noi 
in a favorable position when 
he is ten to ask him to lake 
over the dirty work. 

But when a child has 
always had a part in meal 
preparation, the clean-up job 
ran be taken with good grace. 

How about keeping his 
room in order? At five or 
six, most children are willing 
in put away toys at ihe end 
nf the daj— ai mother's sug- 
gestion. 

They are willing lo help 
make the bed or help with 
dusting, but no child of this 
age is really able to take over 
responsibility for keeping his 
room neat. 



If he surprises you some- 
times by taking over and 
cleaning his room from tup 
to bottom, don't think he's 
turned over a new leaf. He 
probably has a guilty con- 
science about something. 

We can begin to teach 
orderly habits in an unobtru- 
sive way during the pre- 
school years. A good plan 
for storage, for example, 
can save mother a lot uf 
headaches and help a 
youngster toward neatness. 
We can use inexpensive 
shelves for storage of blocks, 
games, trucks, stuffed 
animaLs. dolls, puppets, and 
books. 



Keep tons titly 

Blocks are stacked accord- 
ing to size and type, and then 
for the hundreds of Jitde 
things we use clear-plastic 
reirigerator boxes, and put 
each group of related tnys 
in its separate box. 

At clean-up t'mr all the 
itsy-bitsy things that drive 
mothers to distraction can 
be quickly stored in their 
own boxes by the child 
himself, or with his molhef's 
help. 

Don't get the impression 
that our playroom it neat or 
that it's always cleaned up 
completely at the end of a 

day. 

I f there is a major project, 
say a block village, on the 
playroom floor and the 
builder has asked that it be 
left up overnight, we feel 
the wish should be respected. 
This is not the same ai dis- 
order or dirtiness. 

The child's drawings hung 
up on the wall, the wooden 
aeroplanrs and boats he con- 
structs, his abstract sculpture 
in clay may make his room 
look less than neat, but they 
arc his work and they should 
be valued as such. 

We may not be able to 
gram them permanent ex- 
hibition space without addi- 
tional room, but they can 
enjoy, at least, a brief life 
after creation. 

A child whose creations 
are daily swept out wilh the 
rubbish in the name of good 
housekeeping will soon lose 
his pleasure in creation. 

He may even conclude, 
since all play is regarded as 
messy by his mother, that he 
will du better to sit before 
the TV set, which rreatrs no 
housekeeping problems.

DMlRl.t i performance? of two en-at symphonies have now 
been reissued in RCA'x low-priced Victrala series. Tliey an 
the Seventh Symphony of Beethoven, played b\ the I ■»«-.• i o ■ . 
Symphony Orchestra coriducied hy Fierre Mnmeux, and the 
Brahms Symphony No. 1, played by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra under Charles Munch. 

Beethoven 1 * "Seventh" is the moat energetic of all his 
symphonies. Except for the broad introduction, the beautiful 
aluw movement {which hai the character af a solemn promo- 
tion] r and the contrasting "trio" of the Khcrzo, it is an almost 
uninterrupted whirl of niuvement- 

No adequate performance of it (and this one is much more 
than adequate 1 fails lo build up a feeling of excitement and 
exhilaration. 

Brahms' First Symphony is a contrast to it in almost every 
respei e 

Brahms, who had a strong sense of responsibility, was iu 
ovcrawid hy the ferlim; of being Btfthoveifs successor ih3t 
he did not produce ihis first symphony until he wai 44, 

As you might expect, it U a deeply serioui work, with a 
touch of austrrity The listener new to Brahms 1 symrjhonir 
inn ir will probably find that ihr lynral third and beart-eat>ni^ 
fourth fnca'cmenti maitr the most immediate appeal, thr 
beauties of thr two first movements reveal thermclvc* a little 
more slow I v
